Rabbi’s  Desk 


The  Holy  City 

The  time  must  come  when  Israel  is  going 
to  be  forced  into  negotiations  over  the 
future  of  Jerusalem,  and  while  I  hope  no 
Jew  would  ever  want  to  surrender  the  city  to 
another  nation,  there  are  some  facts  of  which 
we  should  be  aware. 

The  city,  itself,  is  already  divided.  For 
even  without  the  obvious  Jewish,  Christian, 
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Muslim  and  Armenian  quarters,  many  parts  of 
the  area  are  wholly  populated  by  Arabs,  with 
no  Jews  either  working  or  living  there. 

Our  Orthodox  friends,  especially  the 
rabid  nationalist  elements,  should  be  remind¬ 
ed  that  the  pious  prayer  of  our  Prophets  was 
that  Jerusalem  would  be  a  religious  center  for 
all  peoples.  Indeed,  in  the  messianic  age  the 
nations  would  share  with  us  the  joys  of 
Sukkot  and  prayer  in  a  rebuilt  Temple.  Each 
day  we  recite  prayers  asking  for  a  return  to 
Jerusalem,  but  that  return  was  obviously  tied 
to  the  re-establishment  of  the  Davidic  dynasty 
which  would  usher  in  this  time  of  a  shared 
city! 

As  the  Biblical  scholar  Karen  Armstrong 
has  pointed  out,  Jews  were  rather  happy 
when  the  Muslims  captured  Jerusalem  from 
the  Crusaders  in  the  year  637.  At  that  time,  the 
Caliph  Umar  was  horrified  to  discover  that  the 
area  of  the  Jewish  Temple  destroyed  by  the 
Romans  in  the  year  70  C.E.  had  been  made 
into  a  garbage  dump  by  the  Christians  to  sym¬ 
bolize  the  defeat  of  Judaism.  Umar  and  his 
soldiers  hastened  to  clean  away  the  rubble. 

The  Jews  of  the  time  hailed  the  Caliph  as 


a  precursor  of  the  Messiah  because  of  his  love 
and  respect  for  their  holy  place.  Jews  were 
invited  to  return  to  Jerusalem,  and  Muslims 
and  Jews  lived  peaceably  at  the  foot  of  the 
Temple  Mount. 

And  so  what  does  all  this  mean?  Well,  it 
probably  means  that  if  our  tradition  teaches 
that  other  beliefs  will  be  allowed  into 
Jerusalem,  and  even  to  worship  in  our  rebuilt 
Temple,  the  least  we  can  do  to  help  bring  the 
Messiah  and  peace  is  to  let  the  Palestinians  fly 
a  flag  over  a  building  and  to  have  a  borough 
of  their  own.

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Celebrating  Hanukkah 


When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  begin¬ 
ning  on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corre¬ 
sponds  to  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  December 
23rd  through  sundown,  Wednesday,  December 
31st  this  year. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or 
Hanukkiah,  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of 
Hanukkah  to  commemorate  the  miraculous  vic¬ 
tory  of  the  Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the 
Second  Century,  B.C.E.  A  small  cruse  of  oil 
found  when  the  Temple  was  rededicated  sur¬ 
prisingly  lasted  for  eight  days  instead  of  the 
expected  one  day,  making  it  possible  for  the 
Jews  to  purify  more  oil  for  the  lamp  in  that  peri¬ 
od  of  time. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order 
to  preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.  Gen¬ 
erally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed 
on  the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then,  on 
each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the 
LEFT.  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following 
blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvoatav 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 


Haolam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu 
bayamin  hamen  baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles 
for  our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this 
time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that 
evening’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on 
the  LEFT  with  the  candle  which  has  been 
added  for  the  new  day  and  continues  by  mov¬ 
ing  to  the  RIGHT. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit 
after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children’s 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many 
families  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  with  the 
children  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
latkes  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary 
for  children  to  receive  Hanukkah  gelt  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to 
exchange  Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  “Jewish  way”  of 
expressing  their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties  -  a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history. 


An  Unusual  Meeting 
Long  Ago 

In  the  process  of  writing  his  memoirs,  Rabbi 
Nadich  has  been  reading  his  war  diary  for 
the  first  time  in  more  than  fifty  years.  For 
the  date,  April  17,  1943  (he  had  been  sta¬ 
tioned  in  the  United  Kingdom  since 
September,  1942),  he  read  the  following: 

“Train  to  Bournemouth.  Taxi  to 
Ambassador  Hotel.  Large  double  room  facing 
ocean,  undulating  cliffs.  Dinner  and  dance  at 
American  Red  Cross  Club.  Meet  two  Jewish 
pilots,  one  the  winner  of  the  Air  Medal.  Meet  Lt. 
Comm.  Ashe  Lincoln,  R.N.,  and  wife  and 


friends.  He,  an  Oxford  graduate,  barrister, 
author  of  book  on  'The  Starr”  and  mono¬ 
graphs  on  medieval  Anglo-Jewish  history.  In 
charge  of  research  on  mines,  torpedoes,  etc. 
Unusual  person.  Amateur  yachtsman...” 

For  the  date,  April  18, 1943: 

“...To  Lincoln’s  home  for  lunch.  I  bring, 
from  our  army  PX,  candy,  cakes,  mezuzotfor 
two  little  children,  girl  of  eight,  boy  of  six...” 

So  much  for  the  war  diary.  The  boy  of  six 
was  David  Lincoln,  now  the  Rabbi  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  (the  girl  of  eight,  his  sis¬ 
ter).  Rabbi  Nadich  met  his  successor  for  the 
first  time  in  Bournemouth,  England  on  April 
18, 1943!

Masorti  Movement 

“Yesterday  Asher  Had 
His  Bar  Mitzvah” 

sher’s  mother  had  read  about  Masorti’s 
Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  Project  for  children 
with  special  needs.  She  contacted  it  and 
asked  if  it  could  help  her  prepare  him  for  a 
bar  mitzvah. 

Through  his  mother’s  effort,  we  added 
yet  another  school  to  the  program,  a  school 
where  all  children  have  both  Cerebral  Palsy 
and  mental  retardation. 

Asher  has  Cerebral  Palsy,  is  blind  but  can 
see  shadows,  cannot  speak,  walk  or  control 
the  use  of  his  hands.  Asher’s  body  is  very 
shrivelled,  but  he  is  a  lovely-looking  child 
with  a  winning  smile.  I  asked  Asher  if  he 
wanted  a  bar  mitzvah.  After  all,  why  bother  if 
he  is  not  aware  of  what  he  is  doing.  He  smiled 
a  deep,  wide  smile  and  wiggled  his  body. 

The  speech  clinician  had  recorded  her 
own  voice  to  be  used  when  Asher  “said”  the 
blessing  upon  being  called  to  the  Torah. 
Many  children  who  cannot  talk  point  to  the 
blessings.  However,  as  Asher  cannot  see,  he 
has  started  to  use  a  machine  which  has  a 
microphone  near  his  ear.  It  offers  him  a  series 
of  options  and  when  he  wants  to  “talk”  he 
manipulates  the  device  with  his  head  and  a 
voice  message  is  heard.  This  is  how  he  says 
that  he  is  hungry,  thirsty,  or,  proudly,  that  he 
is  13  years-old  and  of  bar  mitzvah  age. 

Asher’s  teacher  has  a  sensitive  nature  and 
with  supervision  and  guidance  from  the 
speech  clinician  developed  a  warm  relation¬ 
ship  with  Asher.  Yesterday,  this  teacher  held 
Asher’s  hand  (which  is  spastic,  bent  and  very 
thin)  throughout  the  ceremony. 

The  ceremony  was  small  and  modest, 
and  yet  one  of  the  happiest  I  have  ever  seen.

Asher’s  friends  came  in  wheelchairs,  each 
with  a  one-on-one  caretaker.  Asher’s  parents 
were  all  dressed  up  and  were  glowing,  as 
were  his  sister  and  brother  who  are  older  and 
very  caring  with  him.  Asher  couldn’t  wait  until 
the  appointed  time.  He  made  his  machine  say 
the  blessings  again  and  again.  When  it  was 
finally  his  turn  to  be  called  up  to  bless  the 
Torah,  he  shrieked  with  joy  and  full  under¬ 
standing.  The  voice  that  was  heard  was 
Asher’s.  He  had  earned  it.  When  his  parents 
and  the  rabbi  all  put  their  hands  on  him  to 
bless  him,  there  was  not  a  dry  eye  in  the 
house.
